works of the Flefh, and their 
earthly Members, and drawing up 
their mind to high and heavenly 
things, as well becaufe it doth 
greatly eftablith and confirm their 
faith of eternal Salvation, to be 
enjoyed through Chriit, as be- 
caule it doth fervently kindle their 
fove towards God: So for curi« 
ous and carnal Perfons, Jacking 
the Spirit of Chrift, to have con- 
tinually before their eyes the fen< 
tence of Gods Predeftination, is a 
moft dangerous downfall, where- 
by the devil doth thruft them ej.
